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ARRL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE APPROVES 29.600 QSO FREQ, 


The: following article was received 
from Richard High, WBIEP, of the Ham-- 
sters Club in Denver, who spoke on this 
subject at the February meeting,

Several months ago a project was 
started in Denver to encourage the con- 
version of 11 meter transceivers to the 


high end of the 10 meter band and at the. 


same time promote a common QSO fre- 
quency for the U. S, and Canada, This 
coincided with a very timely article in 


February QST on the conversion of these. 


rigs. 

This project--the idea of a common 
U. S. and Canadian QSO frequency~-was 
presented to the ARRL Executive Com- 
mittee with the following results. 

At the February meeting of the 
ARRL Executive Committee it was rec- 
commended that all amateurs in the U, 
S. and Canada encourage and support 
the use. of 29,600 Mc. as a common fre- 
quency for use by all types of low power 
AM gear, such as converted walkie- 
talkies and transceivers, Teners, Ran- 
gers, AF-67's and other rigs in this gen- 
eral power catagory. 

The purpose is to encourage mon- 
itoring of one or more commonly accept- 
ed frequencies--something which can be 
done quite handily with the converted CB 
transceivers employing the squelch fea- 
ture ,, 

This is not meant to replace the 
present NCEF (National Calling and Em- 
ergency Frequency), 29.640 but is a 
frequency for low power gear, It pro- 
vides a channel for fixed or mobile op- 
eration for rag -chews, AREC activities, 
and makes an excellent primary or alt- 
ernate club frequency. 

This, as you can see, will assure 
amateur occupancy of the high end of the 
10 meter band. 

Experimentation with the 100 mil- 


liwatt through the 5 watt power categor- 
ies indicated that vertical polarization 
is to be encourag ed--an additional facitar 
for improved mobile operation, On-the- 
air checks indicated that a five watt rig 
can "break" the sixty to 100 watt rigs to 
let it be known that an additional station 
wishes to be heard, 

Withthe existing AREC and RACES 
nets, as well as <lub:and mobile groups 
now operating near the high end of ten 
and with all the cheap used AM rigs in 
atores and those nearly forgotten since 
the big sideband swing, there should be 
many amateurs able to use these fre- 
quencies again, 

The conversion article in February 
QST has also produced a lot of interest. 
Crystal controlon 29,600 MC. with near- 
by alternate frequency channels is a nat- 
ural as a national common frequency and 
for local and club use, 

Your help is requested in encoura- 
ging and implementing this plan for the 
Leauge-wide use of 29,600 Mc. by all 
amateurs.
